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TWO PUBLIC MEETINGS 


There is no doubt about it—the Calgary Branch of the University of 
Alberta owes its very existence to the efforts of the Calgary University 
Committee. And | don’t just mean the Faculty of Arts and Science; | 
mean the Faculty of Education as well. 


A provincial Normal School was housed in the present Education Build- 
ing along with the Institute of Technology and Art from 1922 until 1940, 
when both organizations moved to other quarters in order to provide room 
for a wireless training depot. When the building was re-occupied in 1946 
and when it was decided to incorporate all teacher training in the Faculty 
of Education of the University, the question of closing the Calgary institu- 
tion was seriously considered. This step was prevented largely through 
the efforts of the Calgary University Committee which was constituted under 
the chairmanship of William F. Reid in February 1946. A public meeting 
in Calgary that same month showed the government that citizens here 
would protest any such decision. 


The Calgary Branch of the university might really be said to date from 
this time, but in the public mind at any rate it became a tangible reality in 
July 1951 when the provincial government announced that it was extending 
offerings here to the first year of Arts and Science. This decision stemmed 
directly from a second public meeting held May 2, 1951 under the spon- 
sorship of the same University Committee. 


Citizens of Calgary owe a profound debt of gratitude to the indefatig- 
able members of the University Committee—to its chairman especially, 
but also to Dr. F. G. Buchanan, Mr. Harry Francis, Mr. G. R. Gell and Mr. 
R. T. Alderman. It is fitting that this first ‘“combined” issue of Evergreen 
and Gold should be dedicated to them.

| consider it an honor and also a responsibility to speak on behalf of 
the graduating classes today. As a valedictorian | come to say a_formal 
goodbye to classmates, to faculty and to this phase of our lives. Gradua- 
tion is an opportune time for looking back over the past one, two or three 
years of university life to recall and evaluate experiences. 


No doubt we all remember different things about our introduction to 
this institution. My two outstanding impressions of Freshman registration, 
strange as they may seem, were the largeness of the library and the odd 
looking professors. Time and acquaintance change your ideas, of course— 
| don’t think the library is at all large any more. 


What else do you remember? Election campaigns, complete with 
flashing Industrial Arts signs, flowery speeches, friendly people (especially 
the candidates) and the horrible wait as the ballots were counted? Or the 
Wauneita Formal—date troubles, snowballs and, gluey paper stars, new 
dresses, the bill paid by the girl this time. Perhaps you will remember 
basketball games or Exercise Igloo to Edmonton—the cold, early morning 
start, forty off-key voices singing to the haggard looking bus driver or the 
longing for a snooze after no sleep for twenty-hours. You may also want 
to remember your class Lit, the Mikado, Drama Night or publishing Cal- 
Var. In any case, all these experiences have played a valuable part in 
university life. 


These pleasant associations are balanced in my mind by things | would 
rather forget—text books with uniformly blue-gray covers and never less 
than six hundred and fifty pages, English essays, or mid-term exams which 
you studied at until three a.m. with that sinking feeling as you realized, like 
Socrates, that all you know is that you know nothing—and awake to results 
more disastrous. Yes, university has been a grind, dull in some places, and 
plain hard work in others. However, our studies had their more profitable 
moments, too. The feeling of mastery of a difficult task, the thrill of 
meeting a new idea, the gradual development of a point of view, all con- 
tributed to a growth which can’t be measured but can only be experienced. 


| couldn’t feel that my goodbyes were complete without a special word 
to the staff members. Each has given us help, guidance, knowledge and 
good sense whenever we asked. Ours may be a small university but there 
is nothing small-town about our professors. | appreciate their kindness 
and | know the other students do, too. The practice-teaching staff have 
also given us invaluable aid in making our studies useful in the classroom. 


This part of my life is over, and | am glad that it is. Education is a 
continual process and | will be able to continue it at my own speed. | shall 
enjoy reading a book because it interests me, not because | have an exam 
on it next morning. | shall be glad to see plastic and think of window 
curtains not chemical formulae, to read Shakespeare because the spirit 
moves me and not because the professor moved me. | shall be glad to paint 
a picture because | feel like painting—if | don’t, | can paint a fence or the 
kitchen chairs instead. University has increased my interest in books, 
places, people, and things. Now | have a life-time to follow these interests. 


The more serious aspect of leaving university is the acceptance of new 
adult responsibility. Dad’s financial backing is a wonderful system but the 
independence of being offered a permanent job has an appeal of its own. 


ls this just a job or is it a challenge—the greatest challenge you have 
ever faced? We realize the problems of progressive versus traditional ed- 
ucation, more vocational training versus more classical instruction. Edu- 
cationalists will probably argue about these and other issues forever. But 
the problems, in my opinion, will be served by each teacher, in his own 
classroom. That classroom is yours, and that teacher is you. Your im- 
mediate problem is the children, many who will leave school at grade nine 
and many more who will attend high school in body not in mind, because 
of boredom and disinterest. Sanderson, a great English schoolmaster, once 
spoke of “‘the tragedy of the unstretched faculties—factory workers engaged 
in work far below their capacities’’. He might have spoken of students 
engaged in work far below their abilities. Why are students bored and 
disinterested in school? Too often the answer is because their teachers 
are bored not only with school and teaching, but with life. Too many 
teachers are all dried up inside. A new idea or a new method would be too 
much for either the class or the teacher to stand. They’re not in a groove, 
they're ina rut! This quality has nothing to do with age. | have known 
some very elderly, set, nineteen-year-olds and | have also known other 
people with a most alive,, interested outlook on life—doctors, farmers, 
grandparents, ministers, yes, even professors! This interest in life, in 
people, in ideas is a state of mind not of age and an important one for 
teachers to develop. 


Being a first class teacher is no easy assignment, but you can’t afford 
to fail. Unless teaching is alive and vital to you, unless you are willing to 
give patience, imagination and enthusiasm to your work, in short, unless 
teaching is something more to you than merely another job, you will prob- 
ably add your share of candidates to the educational slag heap. 


Valedictories often close by saying that the brave new world facing 
the graduating class is waiting to be conquered by their shining ideals and 
effort. | would rather not say that. The world isn’t particularly new— 
it is the same old world with the same problems of wealth and poverty, peace 
and war, famine and plenty. A teacher is always up against these prob- 
lems, and can’t avoid being troubled by them. Perhaps all we can do is 
to give the youngsters we teach the best we have to offer. If we do that, 
we shall be successful and | wish you that sort of success.

Practice teaching. Its denotation is simply this. It is a part of the 
University term designed to orient student teachers to the profession they 
have chosen. Its connotation is somewhat broader. To the student tea- 
chers, it suggests more fun, more excitement, more work, more exercise, 
and more food. To the children in the practice schools, practice teaching 
is the time when their patience is taxed to the limit by these inexperienced 
uninteresting, uninspiring beginners. To the Universigty instructors, prac- 
tice teaching gives relief from the trying routine of lectures, and provides 
instead the even more trying task of evaluating practice lessons. That's 
practice teaching. 


Practice teaching is, in a sense, progressive education at University 
level. For a mere four weeks of the term the University puts into practice 
the theory with which it indoctrinates us the rest of the time. That is 
namely John Dewey’s own—we learn to do by doing. We student teachers 
look forward to our practical work with intense feelings of apprehension 
and excitement. As the time approaches, nervousness mounts. But our 
nervousness is justifiable too. For practice teaching includes making 
lesson plans until 2 a.m., rushing to school at 8:30 to make blackboard 
summaries, fearfully waiting for our name to be called, confronting forty 
students who are apparently all geniuses, and stealing furtive side glances 
at the critic teacher who is writing quickly, steadily, furiously her criticism 
of our lesson. But in the end, we can usually say, ‘’Veni, vidi, overcomi 
anxiety.’ 

Progressive education, painstaking effort, apprenticeship training, 
sharp criticism, a wealth of enjoyment, and multiple worries—all this, and 


even more—for every student teacher must be subjected to the dreadful, 
worriful, wonderful ordeal of practice teaching.
